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HISTORY OF ORPHANAGE 


The earliest information that has been found con- 
cerning the History of the Colored Orphanage of North 
Carolina is found in the report of 1902-1903 by the late 
Rev. Robert Shepard which is as follows: 


“The Colored Orphan Association having this year attained its 
majority—in issuing our biennial report, we deem it a fitting 
occasion to lay before our friends a statement of what under God’s 
blessing the small beginning of twenty-one years ago has develop- 
ed into. 


This Association was organized in Henderson, N. C., in August 
1882, by representatives of the Shiloh and Wake Baptist Associa- 
tions, whose hearts had been made keenly alive to the sufferings 
of the numerous orphans to be found in all parts of the State 
and the great necessity there was of doing something to alleviate 
their condition. 


At a later meeting and with the thought in view of purchas- 
ing a property to be used as an Asylum for colored orphans, Rev. 
Joshua Perry was elected Superintendent and Rev. W. A. Pattillo 
General Agent, while a committee was appointed to select a site 
for the purpose already named. After encountering many dif- 
ficulties, in October 1886, a farm of twenty-three acres, one and 
one half miles from Oxford, on the Raleigh Road, was obtained for 
$1565.00. One-half of the price was paid at the time possession was 
given. 

All available means having been used to acquire this property, 
and with a heavy debt still on their hands—the question arose be- 
fore the Board as to where the needed funds for the support of the 
children, the workers’ salaries, the furnishing of the home were to 
come from was a serious one—but was met by the voluntary offer 
, of a lady friend to act as matron without salary, to use her furni- 
ture, and as she had no income of her own to trust the promises of 
God and His love for the fatherless for the support of herself and 
the children. So in January, 1887, the little ship was launched on 
the ocean of faith, and for three years every need of the family, 
which extended to eighteen persons, was met in direct answer to 
prayer, the Board being in no way responsible for their support; 
the money collected going to defray the debt upon the property. 

_In September 1889, the matron resigned, and thus an oppor- 
tunity was given to the friends who loved the cause to manifest 
their zeal. The first one who responded to this call being the late 
Mr. Henry Hester of Oxford, who volunteered to pay all bills con- 
tracted in providing food for the household until money was forth- 
coming for this purpose. Mr. Hester acted as Treasurer until the 
time of his death in 1901, and in his good judgment and business 
ability, along with his readiness to advance money when the Trea- 
sury was empty, the Asylum received invaluable aid, and his name 
will ever be associated with the early days of its history with 
gratitude and loving remembrance. 


Mrs. Adelani Cogwell became matron; leaving her own family 
and quiet fire-side, and depending not on what she received from 
the Board, but what she could earn by washing for her support, un- 
til better days should come. These days did come later, and for 
seven years this faithful mother in Israel toiled for this orphan 
family as though it was her own, and when death came it found 
her gloriously triumphant over everything earthly. The building 
which she occupied was being enlarged, and when the suggestion 
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was made that the carpenters be dismissed on account of the distur- 
bance of her dying hours—“I have a peace within that nothing 
ean disturb; let the work go on,” she replied, and so even in her 
dying hours her love for the work was supreme. 


Rev. J. Perry, after faithful service, resigned his position as 
Superintendent sometime previous to this, and for several years 
Rev. W. A. Patillo acted in the capacity of both General Agent 
and Superintendent—traveling many miles in the interest of the 
work and rescuing such orphans as he saw were suitable for the 
Home. In 1887, he resigned his office, and Rev. Robert Shepard 
was asked to fill his position without promise of present remunera- 
tion. This brought Rev. M. C. Ransom to the front, who through his 
intimate knowledge of the work, as a member of Board, was aware 
of the lowness of its funds; so he welcomed the Superintendent to 
his home, providing his board and washing for nearly a year with- 
out recompense. 


The Superintendent added to his service the gift of a cow 
and the money obtained for her sale was put in the Treasury, and 
when a horse was needed for the farm work, the Rev. Augustus 
Shepard, in whose heart the work had beer conceived, and who has 
served all these years as President, gave the only one he possessed 
to supply this necessity. How precious in the sight of the God of 
the fatherless were these sacrifices; and we are sure these early 
friends of the work have found in after life the truth of His pro- 
mise, ‘‘Give, and it shall be given unto you.” 


When Rev. Shepard resigned, Hon. H. P. Cheatham, 
who had been a member of the Board of Directors for 
a number of years, became Superintendent in 1907. Dur- 
ing his administration brick buildings were erected to re- 
place the original frame structures, including two boys’ 
dormitories, a girls’ dormitory, laundry, office, dining 
room, chapel building and school building. The State of 
North Carolina continued to make increasing appropri- 
ations for maintenance and care of the children. Super- 
intendent Cheatham died in November, 1935, and his son, 
Charles E. Cheatham, carried on the work until February 
Wes LOSE. 


Superintendent T. K. Borders began his adminstra- 
tion in February, 1937, and continued the work until his 
death in October, 1940. Charles A. Alston served as act- 
ing Superintendent until March 1, 1941. During these 
years many improvements in the program of physical 
care of the children were made though no building pro- 
grams were carried out. 


The present administration began in March, 1941, and 
since that time the institution has continued to grow and 
expand its services. A dairy barn, stable, mechanical shop 
and Superintendent’s residence have been built. Renova- 
tion of the dining room and girls’ dormitory were com- 
pleted. 


The Student Scholarship Fund was originated in 1943 
by Mr. Robert L. Shepard, prominent mortician of Ox- 
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ford. The purpose of this fund is to assist students who 
desire to continue their education after completing high 
school. Since the fund was started, Mrs. Hortense Gil- 
more Fleming has completed college at Shaw University. 
Three students are attending college at the present time. 


In 1948 we made the first steps in establishing a 
library for our children’s use during vacations and leisure 
time. Dr. J. E. Hodges of Maiden, and Mr. J. Thomas 
Lambeth of Thomasville, made the initial contributions 
toward the library in memory of the late Mr. Benjamin 
W. Parham. In recognition of Mr. Parham’s interest in 
books and his love for this 
institution, it is fitting 
that this first collection of 
books be named in his 
honor. 


In the spring of 1948 
the Robert Shepard Build- 
ing, large boys’ dormitory, 
was destroyed by fire. 
Construction of the new 
Robert Shepard Building 
was begun in the fal! and 
the dormitory was nearly 
completed during this 
year. 


To the Board of Directors of the Colored Orphanage of 
North Carolina: 


GENTLEMEN: 


I hereby submit to you the annual report of the Col- 
ored Orphanage of North Carolina for the fiscal year 
1948-49, 


The past twelve months have been very satisfactory. 
When we consider the changes in economic conditions in 
general, we can say that our financial resources have been 
above par. We received contributions totaling $28,640.53 
during the year, details of which are shown in the finan- 
cial report. The new boys’ dormitory will be completed 
within a few weeks. This building is to be known as the 
Robert Shepard Building and replaces the dormitory des- 
troyed by fire in 1948. The total cost to date has been 
076,797.33. It was necessary to borrow $33,000.00 to 
make the final payments as they become due. 


We are grateful for the increase of approximately 
twenty-five percent in our annual appropriation from the 
State of North Carolina.

Under no condition can we forget the loyalty of our 
staff-members and the principal and faculty of Angier 
B. Duke School, who have cooperated unselfishly to make 
our program more effective. 


One of our most outstanding records is the health of 
our children. During the past ten or more years we have 
had very few serious illnesses and no deaths among the 
children. We are very grateful to our physician, Dr. W. 
N. Thomas and the cooperation of the M. D. Clinic: Drs. 
Noblin, Taylor, Norwood, and Toney. During the latter 
part of the fiscal year forty-eight children underwent 
tonsilectomies. The close supervision that each child re- 
ceives, proper food, rest and exercise have a great deal 
to do with the excellent health that our children enjoy. 


Our program continues with emphasis on vocational 
training, religious and moral education. We believe that 
those children who have the opportunity to grow up in a 
wholesome atmosphere with balanced activities have a 


better chance of becoming well-adjusted and useful citi- 
Zens. 


In order to put this program over it is necessary for 
us to emphasize the financial phase and make every pos- 
sible contact to secure funds for improving the physical 
plant. During this year very little has been spent for im- 
provement with the exception of the new boys’ dormitory. 
It was necessary to replace the furnace in the girls’ dor- 
mitory during the winter, an expenditure of $2,100 that 
was not anticipated in our budget. 
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A greater portion of the Superintendent’s time is 
used in making the personal contacts necessary to in- 
crease interest in the institution. One important phase of 
the administrative program is the personal acknowledg- 
ment of contributions. Many compliments have come to 
us in this connection.

We are hopeful that in another year additional instruments 
will be available; however, many improvements were made during 
the fiscal year, maintaining the old instruments. The Orphanage 
Band is always anxious to be of service wherever it is possible, for 
this gives the players an opportunity to experience the values de- 
rived from team work and the joy of developing wholesome hobbies 
for leisure time. 


The Boy Scout Troop No. 130 has made remarkable strides 
in this, their fourth year of existence. The boys missed the usual 
camping week at Camp Whispering Pines, due to the polio epidemic. 
The Boy Scout Banquet was quite successful—many thanks to 
Field Executive H. W. Gillis for his splendid cooperation. We 
wish to thank also the Community Service Organization of Ox- 
ford for their contribution of $5.00 to Boy Scout Troop No. 130. 
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Programs that are held immediately after Sunday School give 
the children opportunities of telling Bible Stories, reciting, sing- 
ing and playing musical instruments. The programs are designed 
to give the child experience in performing before an audience. Be- 
cause of the steady improvement various groups of children were 
taken to the following places to perform:

The Orphanage was invited to have a part in the opening 
broadcast of Oxford’s new radio station, WOXF. By transcription 
a short program was given by the girls’ trio, girls’ quartette, in- 
strumental quartette, band, Cora Saunders at the piano, and brief 
remarks were given by Superintendent Hamme. 


At the end of the school year prizes are given for efficiency 
in work, conduct, character, personality, attitude and general 
progressiveness. The Martha Hamlin Brooks prize, offered since 
1946 by Rev. T. H. Brooks in memory of his mother, is awarded to 
the girl who is outstanding in the above-named qualities. This 
year the prize was divided between Savannah Craighead and 
Flora Belle Smith. The Ottoway Hamme prize, offered since 1946 
by Superintendent Hamme in memory of his father, is given to the 
boy who has been of most service to the institution during the 
past year. The prize was awarded to Bobby Alexander. 


A prize from the teachers of Angier B. Duke Elementary School 
offered since 1946 to the person exemplifying loyalty, thoughtful- 
ness of others and good citizenship throughout the school term, 
was awarded to Charles Lyons and Harrison Lyons. 
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Our three college students, aided by the Scholarship Fund, 
also have part-time jobs to help defray their expenses. 


Cora Saunders has completed her second year at Fayetteville 
State Teachers’ College, where she was accompanist for the college 
choir under the direction of George Van Hoy Collins. She has 
gained a wealth of experience, especially during trips to various 
places in North Carolina and the annual Northern tour. 


Gloria Thompson has returned from North Carolina College 
at Durham after completing her freshman year’s work. She was 
employed in the home of President and Mrs. Alphonso Elder. 
Gloria reports many interesting experiences during the academic 
work and other activities of the year. 


Tucker Harris returned from A. and T. College after his 
freshman year and reports a very successful year in academic 
work. He has also gained valuable experience in the horticulture 
field during his employment at the Carolina Florist of Greensboro. 


We encourage our college students to continue the good work 
and we plan to help them return to school in the fall. During the 
summer months they will help carry on the routine duties at 
home. 


Along with an improved recreational program, the disciplinary 
problems have decreased considerably. As a result more children 
have enjoyed outings and bus rides, etc. During football and basket- 
ball seasons certain groups were allowed to see games at Mary 
Potter Academy. 


There were a number of vesper programs to which the public 
was invited. On Easter Monday representatives of the Grand 
Chapter of Eastern Star visited our campus for the annual Easter 
egg hunt. Our children rendered selections for the visiting groups 
before the distribution of Easter eggs. 


We are grateful to Dr. and Mrs. W. N. Thomas; visitors 
from Pullen Memorial Baptist Church, Raleigh; the Home Eecon- 
omics Class of Warren County Training School, Wise; Sunday 
School Class of First Baptist Church, Raleigh, and other friends 
who brought Christmas cheer to the boys and girls. The children 
also made their annual visit to the United Presbyterian Sabbath 
School of Henderson. 


I wish to thank Superintendent Hamme, workers and children, 
for their cooperation with this program and we hope that next 
year will bring even more enjoyable moments here at our institu- 
tion.

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Mr. T. A. HAMME, Superintendent: 


As we think of the progress made during the past twelve 
months as our fiscal year comes to a close, many garments have 
been made, patches, alterations, curtains, costumes and many 
other things have been attended to by needle and thread. 

We hope to add equipment to our sewing department but 
as other needs of the institution are more pressing we are very 
thankful for the two sewing machines added during this fiscal year, 
which have enabled us to turn out more work than before. 


The service to the child in the field of instruction has steadily 
improved. The beginners are taught embroidery and alterations 
_ which are as important as making garments. Many of the friends 
of the institution throughout the state send boxes of clothing 
which our sewing department alters and puts these garments in 
immediate use. This provides experience for the girls in remodeling 
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clothing and ail the children are grateful. Since we are mending 
thousands of garments, it is needless to mention the number; 
however, we do keep a daily record of the new garments made. 


At this time we are making overalls. Using electric machines, 
four girls made sixty pairs in five days, a speed record they had 
not accomplished before. Our button-hole attachment is a great 
help in completing these garments. To clothe this large family we 
have to make garments and patch five days per week, which is 
economical and provides training for our girls. 


There is much opportunity in the sewing room for girls, who 
have learned to sew, to do creative work, such as making costumes 
for plays. Girls are taught plain and fancy sewing, mending, and 
altering. Costumes for school plays, Easter pageants and Christ- 
mas plays are made by our girls. Evening gowns for the girls 
attending the junior-senior prom this year were made by one of 
our advanced students, Savannah Craighead. 


We cordially invite our friends to visit our sewing room. 
Garments are on display for your inspection.

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DIETICIAN’S REPORT 


Mr. T. A. HAMME, Superintendent: 


Proper food is one of the most important phases of institu- 
tional life, for a well-nourished child is more likely to be a 
contented and well-adjusted child. 

During the past year a total of 191,625 regular meals were 
served in the dining room. This does not include meals served to 
groups on special occasions. Every effort is made to give well- 
balanced meals and include the basic foods—meats, vegetables, 
fruits, and dairy products. All of our vegetables are obtained from 
our garden. All milk and a portion of the beef and pork is pro- 
duced in our dairy and farm departments. 

The girls are taught to prepare food and serve it attractively. 
Cleanliness and sanitation are stressed at all times and we are 
very proud that our rating by the Granville County Health Depart- 
ment has risen to 82.5. We are working hard to get the necessary 
equipment and material to give us a rating of 100. 

The children are very proud of the new tables and chairs that 
were purchased last August. This was an important factor in 
raising our health rating.

COLORED ORPHANAGE SHOE SHOP 


Mr. T. A. HAMME, Superintendent: 


We are proud to report the progress and success of our Shoe 
Shop during the twelve months ending June 30, 1949. 


The shop has provided experience for the boys in the use of 
hand tools, removing soles and heels, fitting soles and heels, sew- 
ing up rips, when to use different sizes of blades, how to care for 
machinery, and stitching. 

A few of our boys are prepared to give efficient help in shoe 
shop work. Some might well build a profitable vocation or side 
line around this trade. We are proud of the interest the boys take 
in keeping the shop clean and neat. 

It is impossible to record every little item. During the fiscal 
year ending June, 30, the shop has completed the following jobs 
for the institution: 


379 pairs soles 
317 pairs heels 
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268 rips sewed 

12 heel counters replaced 

312 pairs shoes shined and cleaned 

19 pairs tongues replaced 

23 pairs eyelets replaced 

15 pairs shoes dyed 

14 pairs shoe welts replaced 
harness jobs 


The institutional work is evaluated at approximately $910.45. 
The commercial work brought in $852.91.

ANGIER B. DUKE SCHOOL 


Mr. T. A. HAMME, Superintendent: 


A deliberate effort was made this year to create a spirit 
of loyalty in every child in the school. We partially succeeded 
in this effort, for we noticed a greater response on the part of each 
child to live and work together more harmoniously. 


The eight teachers did a good job this year from the beginning 
of the school term. A case study was made of each child, taking 
into consideration his parents, his home, his community and _ the 
economic condition in which the child was rooted. Using these 
facts we worked to counteract the warping influences that under- 


mine the normal growth of the child mentally, physically, socially, 
and morally. 


All teachers have worked hard to make the school what it is 
for its 297 students. Of these students, 117 live in the institution 
and the remainder are children from the school community. 
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The children are very interested in the library which consists 
of 739 state-approved books. Many of these books were purchased 
from rental fees which were paid for supplementary readers. 
We have 951 supplementary readers. 

Twenty-two boys and girls finished the eighth grade this 
year. They have shown abilities to become good ninth grade 
students when they enter Mary Potter High School this fall. The 
class gave the institution $50.00 towards the purchase of stage 
curtains which are needed in the orphanage chapel. 

To encourage the children, the school gives the following 
prizes each year: 


1. Citizenship—This prize was awarded to two _ brothers 
in the institution, Charles and Harrison Lyon. 

2. Scholarship—This was awarded to Rose Currin, a city 
student. 


A few of our activities are health clubs, choral club, science 
clubs and Good English clubs. In short, our activities are as 
many and as varied as the available staff and resources will 
permit. 

We look forward each year to our Easter Sunrise Services 
and our Christmas Cantata. We hope that the public will keep 
these programs in mind and give us their strength by attending 
each program. They are highlights of the many programs given 
by the school. 

We wish to thank Superintendent Hamme, every parent and 
‘the many friends of the school for their loyal support and keen 
interest.

SIR: 
We have made an examination of the financial records of the 


COLORED ORPHANAGE OF NORTH CAROLINA 
OXFORD, NORTH CAROLINA 


for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1949, and submit herewith our 
report. 

For the purpose of convenience, we have divided this report 
into two sections. 


SECTION 1—MAINTENANCE AND PERMANENT IMPROVEMENT FUNDS 


Attached hereto, as Exhibit “A,” is a summary reflecting the 
operations within the Maintenace and Permanent Improvement 
Funds, for the year ended June 30, 1949. There remained in the 
Maintenance Fund at June 30, 1949, an unexpended balance of 
$98.60. The unexpended balance in the New Boys Dormitory, Per- 
manent Improvement Fund at June 30, 1949, anrounted to $6,077.45. 
The new Boy’s Dormitory is now under construction. 


Contracts for the construction of this building amounted to 
$119,925.20. Disbursements to contractors at June 30, 1949, 
amounted to $76,797.33, leaving an amount due contractors as the 
construction progresses in the amount of $43,127.87. There was 
no activity within the Carver Building Fund during the year under 
review, and the unexpended balance remaining in this Fund at 
June 30, 1949, amounted to $6,050.00. 


The Per Capita Cost of the year under review amounted to 
$476.25, as compared with $470.74, for the preceding year and is 
so shown on Schedule A-9, attached hereto. 


Outstanding obligations of the Maintenance Fund at June 
30, 1949, amounted to $1,989.87, and are shown on Schedule A-10. 


The nominal profit from the Farm, Garden and Dairy Opera- 
tions amounted to $14,340.55. 


Attached hereto, as Exhibit “C,” is a statement of the Capital 
Assets amounting to $172,075.00, at June 30, 1949. The valuations 
placed on the Capital Assets were an estimate arrived at by in- 
specting the policies of insurance coverage and other data and 
information obtained from the Superintendent and members of the 
Executive Committee of the Board of Directors. These valuations 
are subject to future appraisal and changes that the Board of 
Directors may deem advisable to make. We did not include in the 
above Capital Assets, the expenditures to date in the amount of 
$78,697.33, for the New Boys’ Dormitory, now under construction. 


SECTION II—SPECIAL AND TRUST FUNDS 


Exhibit “D,”’ attached hereto, is a statement of the Trust 
Funds, which we believe to be self-explanatory. There were no 
additions to the Trust Funds during the year under review. 

Operations within the Anniversary Loan Fund are shown on 
Exhibit “E,” attached hereto. There remained in this Fund at 
June 30, 1949, an unexpended balance of $132.05. This Fund was 
created in the year 1943-44. Revenue accruing to this Fund con- 
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sists of contributions from various individuals and organizations. 
The purpose of this Fund is to aid worthy high school graduates 
of the Institution in defraying college expenses. The advances made 
from the Fund for that purpose are repayable at the pleasure of 
the parties to whom advances have been made. 


Attached hereto, as Exhibit “F,” is a statement of the Child- 
ren’s Funds. These Funds represent money on deposit with the 
Secretary to the Superintendent, subject to withdrawal by the 
children. 


GENERAL 


Our audit consisted of an examination of the cash receipts and 
disbursements records. However, we did not examine in detail every 
financial transaction recorded in the records during the year under 
review. We verified the receipts as shown on the records of the 
Institution with the deposits made with the respective depositories, 
disclosing no irregularities. All disbursements were evidenced by 
properly executed checks, on which the endorsements appeared in 
order. All payments to the various contractors for the construc- 
tion of the New Boys’ Dormitory were made on proper certificates, 
approved by the Architect. We reconciled the cash balances at 
June 30, 1949, with the respective depositories and found same in 
agreement with the records of the Institution. The Imprest Cash 
Fund and the Children’s Funds were properly accounted for. We 
examined by inspection and count the $30,000.00, maturity value, 
U. S. Savings Bonds comprising the assets of the New Farmers of 
America Trust Fund. 


No inventories of food and supplies at June 30, 1949, were 
taken into consideration in this audit, as we assumed there would 
be little difference in the beginning and ending inventories. 


The recommendation carried in our last audit, as to the records 
of the Farm, Garden and Dairy was being carried out, and we have 
included in this audit report a statement showing the operations. 
This statement was prepared from data given us by the Superin- 
tendent and the quantities and prices were accepted by us without 
verification. 

All Exhibits and Schedules included in this report not re- 
ferred to, are we believe, self-explanatory. 


We acknowledge with appreciation, the cooperation extended 
us by personnel of the Institution during the course of our ex- 
amination.
